MARION (TIL) J 7. 
Munch and Ear! Birger gang- 
eters, were found guilty today of mur- 
dering Ward “Casey” Jones. a fel- 
low-gunman, last October. Millich was 
Sentenced to death end Gowan to 
twenty-gve years imprisonment.

The organization of the actors was 
declared by spokesmen to have been 
expedited by the recent announce- 
ment of studio managers that a gen- 
era. cut of from 10 to 25 per cent in 
salaries would be put into effect.

IFORNIA’S PRIMACY 

What Roger W. Babson, the interna- 
tionally known economist, sald the other 
day at a Chamber of Commerce luncheon 
|} about California being destined to beeome 
the greatest State in the Union has a solid 
background of fact and opinion. In the 
minds of many the primacy of the Golden 
State already is established, but the idea 
is based upon the great volume and variety 
ef its products and its desirability as «a 
place of residence father than upon the 
extent of its population, commerce and 
finance. 

Ranking as eighth in population among 
the States of the Union in 1920, California 
probably now ranks seventh. At the rate 
that it is increasing mt may stand first 
within the next forty or fifty years. State 
Real Estate Commissioner Stephen Barn- 
som said recently that California can bet 
ter sustain a population of 15,600,000 than 
the 5,000,000 now here and that tripling the 
number of inhabitants materially would re- 
duce the per capita cost of living. 

Such an assertion, though it may be 
deemed a wild one by those who always 
have contended that a much larger popw- 
lation than the present would militate 
agaiust the living chances of the average 
individual resident, is by no means falla- 
clous, for the presence of a greater num- 
ber of people within our borders would 
mean better home markets, along with 
many other advantages, among them the 
cheapening of the cost of production. It 
is a heavy tax upon our products to ship 
them to faraway markets in order to dis- 
pose of them. Outside shipment would, of 
course, continue, but there would be a 
greater proportion of products consumed 
at home. 

California's pre-eminence as a State was 
visioned by the world’s great thinkers 
Many years ago. When Emerson visited 
us in the early ‘seventies he wrote to Long- 
fellow: “Here tr California nature makes 
good. I do not see why any young man 
coming to this State from the Hast, seek- 
tag his fortune, ever should wish to re 
turn.“ In ab article entitled “The Califor- 
nians,” published about forty years ago in 
the Atlantic Magazine, David Starr Jordan 
refers to the pride of the people of this 
State as something wholly justifiable, and 
pintimates that the destiny of Califernia 


Warrants its well-wishers in their beliefs es 


ness. A part of that greatness we of this 
age can see and realize, but it is only 
beginning. 

' Why do people come to California to 
live? Because they like it. Mr. Babson 
places this reason first among the three 
that account for the rapid growth of our 
State. One of the others ie the great ag- 
ricultural advantage of the coast, while 
still another is that the Pacific Ocean is 
destined to replace the Atlantic in world 
commerce, and the Pacifie shores will be 
the market place of the world im the next

Few Californians would exchange their 
lot with those of the Mid-West, East or 
South. That is the chief reason, as Mr. 
Babeon truly statés, why the eyes of the 
rest of the country are upon the Golden 
State and the one that, more than any oth- 
er, will establish its primacy.
